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Loading Paper 

This section describes how to load paper in the Auto Sheet Feeder and the Front Tray. 

■ Using the Auto Sheet Feeder and the Front Tray 

You can load paper in both the Auto Sheet Feeder and the Front Tray. 

Loading paper in the Auto Sheet Feeder is easy, and is convenient if you frequently 
switch to and print on various sizes or types of paper. 

Use the Front Tray to print on large size paper or to print on thick paper such as art 
paper. 

• There are some kinds of paper, depending on their size or type, that can only be used in either the Auto Sheet Feeder 
or the Front Tray. 

See "Using Specialty Media" on page 15. 

■ Print Media to Avoid 

Do not use the following types of paper. Using such paper will not only produce 
unsatisfactory results, but can also cause the printer to jam or malfunction. 

• Folded, curled or wrinkled paper 

• Damp paper 

• Excessively thin paper 

Auto Sheet Feeder ： Less than 64 gsm / 17 lb 
Front Tray ： Less than 0.1 mm / 4 mil 

• Excessively thick paper

The print quality may be degraded if the printing surface is smudged with 
sweat or oil that comes from your hands. 

• Do not touch the printed surface until the ink has fully dried. Even when the ink has 
fully dried, be careful not to touch the printed surface as much as possible when 
handling. Due to the nature of the pigment ink, the ink on the printed surface may be 
removed when being rubbed or scratched.

including the Direct Printing of photos from a digital camera, camcorder or 
mobile phone* without the need to use a computer. A device can be connected 
to this printer for direct printing regardless of the manufacturer or the model as 
long as it complies with the PictBridge standard. 

* Hereafter, the PictBridge compliant digital camera, digital camcorder, or camera-equipped mobile phone 
are collectively called a PictBridge compliant device. 

バ k device with this mark is PictBridge-compatible. 

■ Connecting a PictBridge Compliant Device 

To connect a PictBridge compliant device to this printer, use a USB cable recommended 
by the device’s manufacturer. 

A Caution Do not connect any equipment other than PictBridge compliant devices to 
the Direct Print Port of the printer.
